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Clay City Volunteers have a new fire chief 


Embattled chief voted out, rift still exists inside department

The Clay City Council 
meeting last week was 
quite revealing. Not so 
much about city business, 
but more so about the 
seemingly never ceas¬ 
ing problems with the 
Clay City Volunteer Fire 
Department. 

According to represen¬ 
tatives of the department 
present at the meeting 
some changes have been 
made. It was reported 
that at a meeting of the 


fire board on July 4 the 
membership voted to 
replace the embattled 
fire chief with a mem¬ 
ber who is also a trained 
professional firefighter in 
Montgomery County. The 
new chief for the depart¬ 
ment is Nathan Hall, 
who is replacing Richard 
Rogers. 

Rogers has been indict¬ 
ed on charges that in 
December of 2010 he 
allegedly sold a county 
fire truck without any 
authority to do so and 
used the proceeds for 
himself. A second indict¬ 


ment alleged that there 
were two counts of third 
degree possession of a 
forged instrument and 
two counts of theft by 
deception. 

In one scenario the 
indictment says Rogers 
“possessed a forged 
invoice in the name of 
Rogers Plumbing.” With 
that count was a charge 
of theft by deception when 
Rogers allegedly obtained 
$800 “by creating the false 
impression that a water 
leak had been repaired by 
a plumber.” 

The other charges 


state that Rogers had a 
forged instrument from 
WSF Fleet Services 
and claims that Rogers 
“obtained $9,152.28 from 
the Clay City Council 
by deception by creating 
the false impression that 
equipment and/or train¬ 
ing had been purchased 
for the Clay City Fire 
Department.” 

Since his original arrest 
Rogers has seemingly had 
little to do with day-to-day 
operations of the depart¬ 
ment. After he was indict¬ 
ed in early 2011 he was 
ordered by Powel Circuit 


Judge to have no deal¬ 
ings with or be present 
at the fire department. 
However, the department, 
a separate incorporation 
from the city that uses a 
building paid for by the 
city, has kept him listed 
as their chief. 

Many have wondered 
why the case has not gone 
to trial. Rogers case was 
sent to mediation back 
in April. However, the 
first mediation date had 
to be rescheduled. The 
case is due back in Powell 
Circuit Court in August 
to see how the mediation 


process is going. 

Since the problems 
began there have been 
several “acting chiefs”, 
but none have stayed in 
that position for long. The 
last “acting chief”, Chris 
Miller, held the post for 
about a month. 

Hall was present at 
the council meeting and 
issued a key to the fire 
department and a cur¬ 
rent roster to the council

Bames fired as EMS 
Director, again

For the second time 
in three months Powell 
County Ambulance 
Service Director Eddie 
Barnes has been fired 
from his position. The lat¬ 
est dismissal happened 
late Monday afternoon. 
The reason for the dis¬ 
missal by Powell County 
Judge Executive James 
Anderson seems to be 
similar to the earlier 
attempt to fire Barnes. 

“Some of the issues are 
the same, but there have 
been a few new items 
come up,” Anderson told 
the Times on Monday 
evening. “Basically I have

Attempt to have 
judge removed 
from Epperson 
murder case denied 


Nuisance: 

County, community trying to find ways to handle 
both sides of abandoned property issues

It appears that Powell 
Circuit Judge Frank 
Fletcher will be hearing 
a case that the defense 
wanted him removed 
from. At least that is the 
ruling from the Kentucky 
Supreme Court. 

Fletcher has been pre¬ 
siding over the case of 
Brian P. Epperson, who is 
facing charges following 
a deadly accident back 
on Nov. 14, 2011. Police 
and prosecutors say that 
Epperson was under 
the influence of various 
drugs when the accident 
occurred. 

Epperson, 31, of Clay 
City was charged with 
murder, DUI and assault 
fourth degree. Epperson 
was driving his Ford 
F-150 northbound on 
Hardwick's Creek Road 
toward Clay City on Nov. 
13, 2011 when he alleg¬ 
edly crossed the center- 
line after coming through 
a curve and struck a 
Chevrolet S-10 driven by 
Donald Tharpe head-on. 



The impact of the crash 
killed Tharpe, 65, of 
Clay City, instantly and 
injured his passenger, 
Constance Puckett. 

Police allege that 
Epperson should have 
had plenty of time to 
make it back into his 
lane and could have seen 
Tharpe’s truck coming. 
They also stated that 
Tharpe had no reac¬ 
tion time, as opposed to 
Epperson. There were no 
skid marks at the scene, 
as Epperson’s truck was 
clearly in the southbound 
lane. 

Officers stated that 
Epperson had admitted 
to taking Xanax ear¬ 
lier in the day. Officers 
at the scene stated that 
Epperson was not injured 
and did agree for a blood 
test to be taken. They also 
stated that he seemed 
under the influence at 
the scene, but in district 
court it was reported that 
Epperson may have suf¬ 
fered a concussion and 
that would explain his 
behavior.

When someone does not 
mow their grass or allows 
items to pile up in a yard 
over time, most neighbors 
tend to become upset. So 
much so they will report 
the problems to local offi¬ 
cials. In most counties 
once you get outside a 
city limit, there are very 
few ways to help keep 
an eyesore from getting 
worse. 

For one family on 
Winchester Road, the 
problem has been going 
on for about five years 
and now they are asking 
the state for help. 

Wilgus and Darlene 
Profitt live in a nice and 
humble white house on 
Highway 15. The yard is 
mowed; the chain link 
fence is the only thing 
that separates their yard 
from what they call a 
nightmare next door. 

“It has been like this for 
about five years,” Darlene 
Profitt said as she looked 
toward the property next 
door. The lot has two run 
down trailers on it. One 
has been stripped of just 
about everything except 


the frame. The other has 
broken windows, doors 
open and a garage where 
some items can be seen 
piled up. The grass is 
knee high in some areas. 

“We’ve seen rats over 
there and had to put out 
Decon ourselves to keep 
them from coming into 
our yard,” she said. "It’s a 
mess and is just hard to 
look at everyday.” 

How bad is it? Profitt 
said that her roof sus¬ 
tained hail damage in 
the March 2 storms that 
raked the area and she 
had to have her home 
insurance adjusters come 
out. “They told us they 
couldn’t help and was 
going to cancel our pol¬ 
icy because of the mess 
there,” she said. “We had 
to show him that it was 
not our property and we 
can’t do anything about 
it.” They got to keep their 
insurance and get the roof 
repaired she said. 

Profitt said she had 
spoken to Powell County 
Judge Executive James 
Anderson and Solid Waste 
Coordinator Kenny Case 
about the problem. “We’ve 
even spoke to the health 
department, but no one 
seems to be able to do 


anything,” she said. 

“It’s a bad situation, 
but I’m not sure if we 
have an ordinance to deal 
with it like the cities do,” 
Anderson told the Times. 
“We don’t have county 
zoning and I wouldn’t feel 
right telling you what you 
could and could not do 
with your property. But 
we will continue to look 
into it to see what can be 
done.” 

Both Clay City and 
Stanton have nuisance 
ordinances in place that 
helps to combat situa¬ 
tions like this. In fact, 
Clay City usually has 
two or three a month at 
their meetings they dis¬ 
cuss and have even taken 


legal action against a 
few. The idea is to make 
property owners respon¬ 
sible for the upkeep of the 
property. 

“I believe we do have a 
nuisance ordinance in the 
county, I’m not sure if it 
is like the one the cities 
have, I’ll look into that. 
But if there appears to 
be a threat like vermin 
running around or some 
health issue it could fall 
under that ordinance,” 
Powell County Attorney 
Robert King said. “I 
believe they (neighbors) 
could come into the office

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Tip leads to drug

Thanks to a tip and war¬ 
rant police were able to 
make a drug arrest in the 
Clay City Bottoms area 
late Monday evening. In 
the search of the house 
on First Avenue officers 
found various pills, tools 
and equipment. They 
also found over $3,500 in 
cash. 

Powell County Deputy 
Billy Rice received a tip 
about a couple that may 
be trafficking in controlled 
substances. Following up 
on the tip and using a 
confidential informant to 
make a purchase, Rice 
was able to obtain a war¬ 
rant. The couple in ques¬ 
tion was Rick and Debbie 
Young. 

Officers from the sher¬ 
iff's department, Clay 
City and Stanton Police 
Departments, as well as 
the Kentucky State Police, 
moved in to search the

residence. It was quite a 
find. 

“We found 26 of the perc 
30's (Percocets), a few 
other pills, some empty 
pill bottles and rough¬ 
ly $3,600 in cash,” Rice 
said. “We also found some 
miscellaneous tools, cell 
phones and even cameras 
at the home.” 

Officers seized a Dodge 
truck, a Harley Davidson 
motorcycle and a Jeep at 
the home. Items like a 
power washer and what

Court records indicated 
that the blood test results 
were returned in March. 
The results showed that 
Xanax, methadone and 
oxycodone were found 
in Epperson's system. 
Epperson had told officers 
at the scene of the acci¬ 
dent that he had taken 
Xanax before the wreck 
and that he had a pre¬ 
scription for it. However, 
in a court appearance in 
March it was noted that 
there was no evidence 
that Epperson had a pre¬ 
scription for methadone 
or oxycodone. 

Epperson's attorney, 
David Ward, had asked 
Fletcher to lower his cli¬ 
ent's bond. Ward noted 
that following the acci¬ 
dent the bond set in 
Powell District Court was 
$50,000, but was lowered 
to $10,000 after a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing was held. 

Epperson was indicted 
on March 7 and Fletcher 
set his bond at $325,000 
cash. Ward had argued in 
court back in April that 
the bond was too steep. 
Yet Fletcher disagreed 
and stated that Epperson 
was a danger to others 
and himself. Fletcher also 
made a comment dur¬ 
ing that hearing that he 
had not seen anything 
that would cause him to 


“change my mind.” 

Ward and Epperson took 
that to mean the judge 
could not fairly sit on this 
case. Ward filed a Motion 
for Disqualification 
and sent an affidavit to 
the Hon. James David 
Caudill, the regions chief 
circuit judge. Both men 
claimed that Fletcher 
should be removed based 
on the statements and 
bond issues. 

However, State Supreme 
Court Chief Justice John 
D. Minton, Jr. issued a rul¬ 
ing on July 12. That order 
stated that the motion to 
have Fletcher removed 
from the case was denied. 
The order was filed in the 
court file on July 17. 

That means that 
Fletcher will preside 
over the case. Fletcher 
had lowered the bond 
to $25,000 cash on July 
9 and Epperson was 
released after his mother, 
Karen Epperson, posted 
that bond. 

Peggy Plowman, 
Tharpe's daughter, told 
the Times last month that 
a deal may be in the works. 
She stated that the family 
had agreed for Epperson 
to serve 24 years. No plea 
deal has been made as of 
press time. 

The trial has been set to 
begin on Nov. 27.

used wisely. It short of 
just right out stealing 
from the tax payers and 
we cannot allow that.” 

In April, after telling a 
crowded courtroom that 
stories of his imminent 
dismissal of Barnes was 
just “rumors, Anderson 
did fire Barnes. However, 
when it was taken before 
the fiscal court the vote 
was tied. Since Anderson 
had moved for the dis¬ 
missal, according to the 
court, he could not break 
the tie on a personnel mat¬ 
ter. Barnes was allowed to 
keep his job. 

In recent months, dur¬ 
ing regular and special 
meetings, the court has 
been involved in several 
closed sessions to discuss 
personnel matters. It is 
not clear if Barnes was a 
topic of the discussions. 
However, members of the 
ambulance service have 
believed that he was and 
rallied behind him. Some 
of them have been present 
at most of the meetings. 

In the past few weeks 
it has been rumored that 
questions about sick time 
and its use have become a 
focal point for the service 


and the court. As for now 
the ambulance service 
is looking for a director. 
“I really haven't looked 
that far ahead,” Anderson 
stated when asked about 
who would be taking over 
the service. “That could 
change tomorrow.” When 
asked about applications 
for the position he again 
answered, “Like I said, it 
just happened today and 
I haven't looked that far 
ahead right now.” 

A special meeting was 
called for Tuesday night 
and personnel action is 
reportedly on the agen¬ 
da. It is believed that 
Anderson will once again 
present to the magis¬ 
trates his reason for fir¬ 
ing Barnes. At least one 
court watcher has advised 
the Times that Anderson 
may have the votes this 
time. 

Barnes, a paramedic 
with the Winchester Fire 
Department as well as 
a Powell County deputy, 
was appointed to the post 
in January of 2011. He 
replaced Raymond Patrick 
who took over the helm in 
July 2007 and ran it for 
three and half years.

In His ultimate plan He had first responders close 
by when the call for help went out. He had a heli¬ 
copter close by to fly her to Lexington, the crew had 
to put a tube in her throat to help her breathe and 
He had a medical staff that dealt with the unknown 
and helped to overcome problems as they arose at 
the ER. 

By the early hours of July 26, with things still in 
the balance, the doctors told me they would watch 
her closely. They did and God stood by as well. 

When morning came, the swelling was down; she 
was able to breath on her own. The ER doc who 
was so concerned he warned me of the complica¬ 
tions that could change things drastically, was now 
amazed how well she was doing. It was like it was 
new life; a new chance and a new beginning had 
been written for her. 

“Happy Birthday dear Whitney . . 

In a few days she came home and we slowly got 
back to a normal life. Or at least as normal of a life 
as we can have. Normalcy for a Cook may be a little 
different than for others, but that’s another story. 

Now many of you may be thinking to yourself, it’s 
time to move on Cook, that’s old news. Yes, I guess 
it is. 

But on July 25-26, 2011 my child got a second 
chance. A new lease on life and to me the feeling I 
got and still have is the same I had when she was 
born all those years ago. 

So for me it is her birthday. A special birthday 
that I will honor and keep, regardless if anyone else 
does or even cares about it. 

You see, God gave her to me not once, but twice. 
That’s special! 

Now she is a teenager and as you all know that 



means the parent-teen war is always ready to flare 
up. But even when she is at her most “teenage atti¬ 
tude” and I am in my strongest “parent mode”, I 
can’t help but think of how lucky we are.

Road projects, E0C building 
and policies are part of 
fiscal court's work

The Powell County 
Fiscal Court’s monthly 
meeting was on Thursday, 
July 12. This month’s 
meeting had a rather 
short agenda as much of 
the business had been 
conducted at the special 
meeting held on June 


28. There were only 
three items on the agen¬ 
da under new business, 
which included bids for 
resurfacing roads, approv¬ 
al of salaries for county 
employees and adopting 
the policy and procedures 
manual. 

The first item was 
the bids for resurfacing 
four sections of county 
roads. The court received 
only one bid, which was 
from Hinkle and voted 
to accept it. The project 
will include work on Cow 
Creek, Pilot, Salt Lick and 
Sang Mountain roads. 
This work will hopefully 
be started in the next few 
weeks. 

Next on the agenda 
was approval of county 
employees salaries, this is 
to be done annually along 
with the new budget. 

The last under new 
business on the agenda 
was the counties Policy 
and Procedures Manual. 


This is something that 
is to be reviewed annu¬ 
ally in the month of June 
and any needed changes 
made. The changes were 
accepted and the new 
Policy and Procedures 
Manual voted in.

The second 
item that came up was to 
authorize the county road 
department to purchase 
a new mower to replace 
on that was broke down 
and in no shape for repair. 
The last item was person¬ 
nel discussion, there was 
no action and the meeting 
was adjourned. 

I would like to close with 
giving an update on a few 
of the ongoing projects. 


The new animal shelter is 
now under roof and near¬ 
ing completion. We have 
had several meetings 
in the last few weeks in 
regards to the new EOC 
building, we now have a 
picture of what the facil¬ 
ity should look like and 
are ready to move forward 
as soon as some of the 
environmental surveys 
are completed. We have 
received our grant on the 
new recycling equipment, 
so hopefully you will soon 
have more options avail¬ 
able to deliver your recy- 
clables.

Clay City approves effort to 
purchase more park property

As meetings go, the Clay City Council 
meeting last week was almost like 
watching a rerun. The council handled 
the regular business like it does each 
month. The only exception was the 
potential for a brief flare-up with the 
fire department. But that was quickly 
extinguished. 

The council voted to approve a resolu¬ 
tion dealing with a bank loan. The loan 
was part of the purchase of a police vehi¬ 
cle, an SUV. The majority of the amount 
for the vehicle was obtained through a 
grant. However, the city had to get a loan 
for 25 percent of the cost. The motion to 
accept and approve the resolution was 
made by Councilman Bill Knox and sec¬ 
onded by Bobby Carmichael. The vote 
was 5-0, councilman Ralph Patrick was 
not in attendance. 

Following a brief, yet intense report 
from the fire department, the council 
listened as new fire chief Nathan Hall 
and councilman Kenny Rice, who is also 
the new treasurer for the department, 
discussed getting a security system 
installed a the fire department. 

Over the past three years there have 
been reports or concerns of items miss¬ 
ing and some of them showing back up 
later. The council, who was given a key 
to the department's building, a building 
the city paid for, voted 5-0 to approve 
the purchase of the security system. 

The council then went into a closed 
session to discuss a recommendation 
by the city's park and recreation board. 
The board recommended accepting an 
offer from Am Vets Post #67 as to how 


much the post would sell a part of their 
property behind the Meadows Park to 
the city. The area in question runs along 
the park's current fence line down to the 
Red River on both sides of the park. 

After coming out of closed session, 
a motion to accept the offer was made 
by Kenny Rice and seconded by Bobby 
Carmichael. The purchase price would 
be $4,600. It passed with a unanimous 
vote. 

The city did discuss the progress of 
the sewer line that is being run from 
the city's plant to the connect loca¬ 
tion behind the Powell County Middle 
School. The project had taken the line 
down Seventh Avenue, back up Twelfth 
Street and down Tenth Avenue toward 
Highway 15. It will continue south¬ 
bound on Highway 15 through Kennon 
Stretch and Turkey Knob until it reach¬ 
es the area across from the school. The 
line then will go under Highway 15. 

It is supposed to go down the right side 
of the road as you're heading toward 
Stanton,” Mayor Jimmy Caudill told 
the council. “Once the work on the line 
is done, and it's almost out of the city 
limits now, it is my understanding the 
company will repair the streets.” 

The line is part of the Red River 
Wastewater Regional Sewer Project. 
The project will enable the city and 
county to better handle wastewater and 
open up opportunities for companies to 
move into the area. Currently, due to 
the systems running over capacity now, 
companies are not steered toward the 
county as a possible place to set up. 

The system will hopefully be fully 
operational within the next several 
months, possibly within the year.

Gov. Beshear authorizes drought measures for state 


Gov. Steve Beshear today signed an 
executive order directing the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet to expedite 
the transport of emergency supplies 
to Kentucky counties struggling with 
drought. Ninety counties, 75 percent 
of the state's counties, are classified as 
suffering moderate to severe drought 
conditions. 

The executive order directs the 
Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 
(KYTC) to waive special registration 


and permit requirements for vehicles 
carrying relief supplies such as water, 
livestock forage and hay to stricken 
areas. 

Under the order, the response vehi¬ 
cles do not have to pay permit fees for 
oversized/overweight vehicles. KYTC 
will also waive certain size and weight 
restrictions as they determine to be 
appropriate to meet the needs of the 
agricultural community. In order to

and its infrastructure, the carrier must 
obtain all necessary permits for route 
verification. 

“Having responded to a series of 
weather disasters as Governor, I know 
that quick and decisive action is abso¬ 
lutely critical to recovery efforts,” Gov.

and file a complaint and 
we can bring the own¬ 
ers in based on the nui¬ 
sance ordinance. In fact 
it doesn't even have to be 
a neighbor. Anyone can 
see an eye sore and com¬ 
plain; of course we would 
have to look into the com¬ 
plaint.'' 

That would mean that 
the county could have a 
more active roll in help¬ 
ing to make sure areas 
that get out of control 
can be cleaned up. It also 
means a lot more work 
for the county officials. 

Profitt said that the 
neighbors abandoned the 
property. “At one time the 
place was immaculate,” 
she said. “It was always 
mowed and taken care of, 
there were nice flowers 
there and they took care 
of it. But after the woman 
left, I think it was their 
kids that sort of let the 
place get into this shape. 
I offered to buy it for a 
$ 1 , 000 .” 

“We contacted a Richard 
Thomas at the state envi¬ 
ronmental agency and 
he contacted them about 
cleaning it up,” Profitt 
said. “But they cut a lit¬ 
tle away from the front, 
took a few items away 


and that's it. He said he 
would be back to have 
them clean it up.” 

Meanwhile, the Profitts 
are hoping that some¬ 
thing can be done. 

Profitt said she had 
heard that the property 
may have been turned 
over to a bank after one of 
the listed owners passed 
way several years ago. 

However, according 
to public records at the 
Powell County PVA Office 
the property is not owned 
by a bank, but belongs to 
residents of the area. The 
Times learned that it was 
in the name of Arnold 
and Nora Angel. Arnold 
Angel passed away a few 
years ago. 

“I just found out about a 
month and a half ago that 
I owned it,” Nora White, 
formerly Angel, told the 
Times on Monday morn¬ 
ing. “When he (Arnold) 
and I divorced about six 
years ago I thought he 
was going to change the 
deed, but he didn't. So 
when he died apparently 
I am listed as the owner 
because of a survivorship 
deed, that's what Robert 
King told me.” 

White said she is try¬ 
ing to make amends and 
clean up the property. “I 


have had the deed fixed 
and I have contacted the 
electric company about 
moving the pole, since it 
is right in the middle, 
so it won't disrupt the 
neighbor's electric ser¬ 
vice,” White, who said her 
husband now is battling 
cancer, said. “I have con¬ 
tacted the water company 
about turning the water 
on temporarily so I can 
have a controlled burn to 
clean it up. I'm trying my 
best to clean it up, but I 
have a lot going on and I 
didn’t even know it was 
mine until about a month 
ago. They (the Profitts) 
are just not giving me 
enough time.” 

White said that she 
thinks the Profitts are 
upset because she would 


not sell them the prop¬ 
erty for $1,000. “She 
made that offer and the 
property is worth more 
than that,” White added. 
“They are not giving me 
a chance to clean it up, 
I just found out it was 
mine and I couldn't do 
anything as long as a 
bank has a lien on it. 
But we are working on it 
now. I just want to tell my 
side of the story. I'm doing 
everything I can.” 

“It's been five years 
of looking at it, smelling 
it and putting up with 
it,” Darlene Profitt added. 
“I honestly believe it is 
affecting our health hav¬ 
ing to breathe it in. We 
just hope something can 
be done to make it bet¬ 
ter.” 


CHIEF: Disagreements still plague fire department

as had been requested. 

City officials say that part of the agreement between 
the city and the department deals with being able to 
have a key, but that when they get one the locks are 
often changed. “The locks get changed without per¬ 
mission from the city,” Council member Kenny Rice 
stated. 

Several members or former members of the fire 
department and their board were present to tell the 
city that they felt the election of the new chief was 
not legitimate. “I'd like to point out that according to 
our bylaws those minutes making him (Hall) chief are 
not valid, Jeremy Creech, a former fire board member 
told the council. At least one member with Creech 
stated that the roster was not the same as filed with 
the state. 


“I'd like to point out that you that nothing that has 
been done (by the department) seems to go by your 
bylaws,” Mayor Jimmy Caudill responded. 

“We're not going to argue this tonight. All we know 
is that the department met, voted in a new chief, and 
they gave a copy of the minutes of that meeting,” 
city attorney Scott Graham told the crowd. “We don't 
have a dog in that fight and we're not going to spend 
time here tonight to argue it. There is nothing we can 
really do about the issue. If you have a concern you 
think we need to look at, submit it in writing and we 
can look into it.” 

Creech responded, dejectedly, “I'll just have our 
lawyer contact you all.” To which Graham quickly 
responded,” That would be wonderful. I've been trying 
since April to get him to respond.” Graham said he 
has sent several letters to the department's attorney, 


Alex Rowady. 

“We're not going to argue this. We can’t make a deci¬ 
sion,” Graham said. 

Those letters deal with a suit the city filed asking 
the circuit court to set aside the agreements between 
the two entities so a new one could be drawn up. The 
city contends that the department does not follow the 
agreement. At least one source stated the department 
only seems to try to use the bylaws that benefit them 
and ignore the rest. The department claims that the 
city does not follow the agreement by not having the 
council's member of the fire board present at their 
meeting. That representative is Rice, who was also 
elected as the new treasurer at the July 4 meeting.

This summer has 
been the hottest that I 
can remember in recent 
years. Being a self pro¬ 
claimed “fall” weather 
girl I get tired of the hot 
stuff fairly quick. 

This year I was already 
over it by the end of June, 
but I guess you just have 
to roll with the punches. 
For the most part my 
family has went ahead 
with our outdoor plans 
which included a lot of 
swimming but even that 
past time came to a halt 
when the water got too 
warm and the concrete 
around the pool began to 
burn feet. 

These sultry hot days 
remind me of the sum¬ 
mer days of my youth. 
When I was a little girl 
there were no air condi¬ 
tioned homes to retreat 
to. Air conditioning was 
a luxury we did not have, 
my granny didn’t have it 
nor did my mamaw and 
papaw McKinney. 

I learned very early

that the steady hum of a 
box fan is a soothing lul¬ 
laby. 

During the summers 
when we would visit my 
granny’s home in Mt. 
Sterling the children 
were immediately scoot¬ 
ed out the door. 

A cooler of ice water 
with cups was positioned 
at the back door and that 
was as far as we were to 
come until it was lunch 
time. We would quickly 
retreat to the large shade 
tree in the back or to one 
of the bushes in the front. 

My cousin Missy and I 
would usually claim the 
bush in the front because 
its large floppy branch¬ 
es formed a neat little 
enclosure underneath. 
We tried to play behind 
the bushes that sat right 
up against the house but 
they were too prickly and 
spiders seem to dwell on 
every twig. 

Occasionally Missy 
and I would sneak up to 
the living room door and 
press our faces to the cool 
glass hoping to either 
get a glimpse of the soap 
opera granny was watch¬ 
ing or to possible evoke 
some sort of pity for our 
unfortunate circum¬ 
stance. When that would 
fail we would retreat to 
our shade once more. 

Usually we would 


spend part of our days 
looking for tar bubbles 
on the road. Back then 
when the sun was high in 
the sky and the tempera¬ 
tures soared tiny bubbles 
would begin to swell up 
on the hot surface of the 
road. We would walk up 
and down with sticks pop¬ 
ping any we could find. 
I learned the hard way 
that it was not a good 
idea to use your bare fin¬ 
gers. Tar that had been 


baking in the sun all day 
was hot. 

If we got lucky and 
it came a good rain we 
would stand on the side 
of the road and patiently 
wait for a car or truck 
to drive by. There was 
a great dip right at the 
end of granny’s driveway 
and anytime it rained the 
water would quickly pud¬ 
dle in it. When a vehicle 
drove by it would hit that 
hole and send water fly¬ 


ing. We would position 
ourselves so that it all 
landed right on top of 
us...instant splash park! 

Other times we would 
sit in the yard and make 
flower necklaces and 
bracelets or hang out in 
the outside basement 
stairwell. Granny’s house 
has a cistern with a con¬ 
crete stairway leading 
to the basement directly 
beside it. It stayed fairly 
cool down in there so we 


would spend part of our 
days playing school or 
house in that small walk¬ 
way. 

Missy was three years 
older than me, almost to 
the day. Back then we 
used to pretend we were 
sisters and when our 
moms pulled our long 
straight hair back into 
a ponytail we definitely 
looked the part. 

Being with her made 
those long summer days 
bearable. Matter of fact 
I don’t recall being hot, I 
just remember the time 
spent with her dodging 
sweat bees and granny’s 
fly swat when we lingered 
in the house too long. 

Times are much dif¬ 
ferent now which makes 
those memories even 
sweeter. I thank God for 
the simplicity of my child¬ 
hood, the joy of a great 
family and the blessing 
of those memories. We 
didn’t need much to make 
us happy and in those 
times you knew you were 
truly happy and con¬ 
tent. All we needed was 
a shade tree, some ice 
water and a good stick.

It occurred many years 
ago when I was in the 
first grade. But after all of 
those years have passed, 
I have not forgotten it; I 
still remember it vividly. 

Encouraging a group of 
elementary students in a 
one roomed country school, 
a good teacher reminded 
those of us who were her 
students that we could 
grow up to be whatever 
we desired to be. The key to that accomplishment, 
she told us, was simple. It involved living in readi¬ 
ness to seize opportunities for growth and develop¬ 


ment whenever those opportunities knocked. That 
important lesson was not from a textbook or from a 
lesson plan that the teacher had prepared. It came 
from her heart, for she often went beyond textbooks 
and lesson plans to remind those of us who were her 
students of that and other important lessons about 
life she thought we needed. 

Through the years, I remembered the encouraging 
words and the sound advice of that good teacher, and 
her words encouraged me and helped me to move 
ahead in the right direction in life. Then, one day 
I was pleasantly surprised; her words became even 
more meaningful to me. I was reading a letter, an 
old one that is almost two thousand years old, that 
had been written to a small group of people living 
in Ephesus, a large commercial seaport city in the 


Roman province of Asia. In that letter, the author, a 
good friend and trusted leader, urged those to whom 
he wrote to “Be very careful, then, how you live— 
not as unwise but as wise.” Then, he admonished 
them to make “the most of every opportunity” that 
presented itself to them. In the difficult times and 
under the trying circumstances in which they lived, 
such living would give stability and bring needed 
direction to their lives. 

An anonymous individual said that we do not 
have to “wait for opportunity to come; it’s already 
here.” But another anonymous individual said that 
it “is often lost by deliberation.” Therefore, seize it 
and use it.

Last week I had the 
awesome opportunity 
to attend the National 
Association of County 
Agricultural Agents 
annual Professional 
Improvement Conference 
in Charleston, SC. While 
attending the conference 
I had the opportunity to 
talk with several agents 
from across the state and 
nation. 

Most all of them had one 
thing on their minds, and 
that was drought. One 
good friend from Union 
County, Kentucky told me 
that he had mowed his 
yard twice this summer, 
once was on March 29 
and the other was some 
time back in April! 

The drought severity 
has surely lessened here 
in Powell County. When 
I got home last Friday 
there was 6.2 inches of 
rain in my rain gauge 
and my lawn looked like 
a jungle! We have been 
certainly blessed with 
rain, but for many of our 
farmers to our west, it 
was too little too late. 

While Powell County 
may be unscathed in 
the drought this year, 
many crops across the 
nation, have already 
been bush-hogged down 
and destroyed. This will 
improve prices for our 
local corn and beans, but 
will mean higher prices 
for feed for farmers feed¬ 
ing livestock across the 
nation. This will also 
mean higher prices for 
all food, especially meat 
and dairy products across 
the country. Don’t go into 
shock to pay $6 for a gal¬ 
lon of milk or $5 for a box 


of corn flakes this fall! 

Out in our local gar¬ 
dens, many are finding 
that their beans, cucum¬ 
bers and other plants 
had plenty of blooms, but 
no beans or cucumbers. 
While the lack of water 
had something to do with 
it, most of this problem 
is just due to those tem¬ 
peratures which were 
100 degrees or above that 
last week in June and the 
first week in July. 

When temperatures 
are this hot, blooms will 
simply drop off and dry 
up-therefore no BEANS! 
The vines will continue 
to grow, and now with the 
recent rains, there should 
be plenty of beans which 
set on, just a little later. 
We have to be patient. 
You should have beans 
eventually. 

Even though the rains 
came for us and we prob¬ 
ably won’t be having 
too many claims, I have 
added some information 
regarding crop insurance 
claims that may be inter¬ 
esting to some. 

Farm Crop Insurance 
Questions and Answers 
for the drought 

Q. What should a 
policyholder do when 
crops are drought- 
damaged? 

A: The policyholder 
should contact the crop 
insurance company that 
sold the policy prior to 
putting their spring- 
planted crop acres to 
another use or abandon¬ 
ing the acres. 

A damage notice is to 
be given within 72 hours 
of the initial discovery of 
damage or loss of produc¬ 
tion (but not later than 
15 days after the end of 
the insurance period) 
even if the crop has not 
been harvested. 

A notice may be made 
by telephone or in per¬ 
son to the crop insurance 
agent but must be con¬ 
firmed in writing within 


15 days. It is very impor¬ 
tant that the policyhold¬ 
er work closely with the 
company before taking 
any of these steps. 

The company must have 
a chance to appraise and 
release the acres before 
the crop is destroyed or 
abandoned. 

If the company can¬ 
not make an accurate 
appraisal, or the pro¬ 
ducer disagrees with the 
appraisal at the time the 
acreage is to be destroyed 
or no longer cared for, the 
company and producer 
can work out represen¬ 
tative sample areas to 
be left intact for future 
appraisal purposes. 

Once an insured crop 
has been appraised and 
released or representative 
strips have been autho¬ 
rized for later appraisal 
the farmer may cut the 
crop for silage, destroy it, 
or take any other action 
concerning the crop. 

For more information 
on duties in the event 
of damage, loss, aban¬ 
donment, destruction, 
or alternative use of the 
crop or acreage consult 
Section 14 of the 

Common Crop 

Insurance Policy Basic 
Provisions (11-br) Policy. 

Q: Can I cut my corn 
insured for grain as 
silage? 

A: Insurance coverage 
for corn may be available 
for grain only, or for grain 
and/or silage based on 
the insurance offer with¬ 
in the county. If any por¬ 
tion of the crop will not be 
harvested or will be put 
to another use (i.e., har¬ 
vested as silage in a grain 
only county), the insured 
crop must be appraised 
as soon as possible. 

If an accurate apprais¬ 
al cannot be made, com¬ 
panies may defer the 
appraisal until such time 
an accurate appraisal can 
be made (i.e., maturity 
line appraisal method 


versus stand reduction 
method). 

If the insured disagrees 
with the initial appraisal 
and requests to defer the 
appraisal and the com¬ 
pany agrees, representa¬ 
tive sample areas may be 
used. 

In this case, the rep¬ 
resentative sample areas 
must continue to be cared, 
with the exception of irri¬ 
gation, until the final 
appraisal can be made. 

Q: Should I continue 
to care for drought- 
damaged crops? 

A: Crops that have 
been damaged and will 
be taken to harvest must 
be continued to be cared 
for and maintained. 
Many producers have 
asked about the degree of 
maintenance required in 
such cases. Producers are 
required to continue to 
care for the crop, follow¬ 
ing generally recognized 
practices. 

They may seek advice 
from agricultural experts 
in the area as to what, 
how much, and when to 
spray to maintain the 
production that is cur¬ 
rently in the field and 
protect the crop from fur¬ 
ther damage. 

Producers that destroy 
or abandon the crop and 
leave representative sam¬ 
ples with the agreement 
of the insurance company, 
must maintain the sam¬ 
ples the same as if the 
entire crop was left. 

The samples must be 
maintained until the 
company conducts a final 
inspection and releas¬ 
es the representative 
sample areas. Failure to 
maintain the crop (except 
for providing irrigation 
in cases where irrigation 
water was diverted) fol¬ 
lowing drought damage 
could result in a determi¬ 
nation that the cause of 
loss was not covered and 
therefore, no claims pay¬ 
ment was due. 


Q: Do I need to wait 
to divert water until 
instructed to do so by 
the company? 

A: Although it is pre¬ 
ferred that the policyhold¬ 
er notify the company in 
advance of any diversion, 
failure to do so will not, 
in itself, prevent a loss 
determination. However, 
advance notification 
allows the company the 
opportunity to verify the 
appropriateness of such 
diversion at the same 
time that the policyhold¬ 
er makes the decision to 
divert the water. 

There may be situa¬ 
tions in which the com¬ 
pany determines that the 
policyholder should have, 
but did not, divert water, 
or divert the recommend¬ 
ed amount of water, to 
acreage insured under 
the irrigated practice. 

In such cases it may be 
appropriate for the com¬ 
pany to assess an apprais¬ 
al for uninsured causes, 
unless it can be docu¬ 
mented that justifiable 
circumstances prevented 
such diversion (e.g., mul¬ 
tiple water sources or 
great distances between 
acreage, made diversion 
of water impractical or 
impossible). 

If the policyholder 
chooses to make the 
diversion before talk¬ 
ing to the company, all 
possible documentation 
to show the diverting 
of the water was appro¬ 
priate should be main¬ 
tained. Recommendations 
from local Cooperative 
Extension System (CES) 
or USDA, Natural 
Resources Conservation 
Service (NRCS) (or other 
source recognized by CES, 
or NRCS to be an expert 
in this area) should be 
used to document this 
decision. 

Q: Is Prevented 

Planting coverage 
payable on crops that 
could Not be planted 


due to severe drought 
conditions? 

A: Prevented Planting 
coverage is provided for 
drought, failure of the 
irrigation water supply, 
failure or breakdown of 
irrigation equipment or 
facilities, or the inabil¬ 
ity to prepare the land 
for irrigation using the 
insured’s established irri¬ 
gation method, due to an 
insured cause of loss, as 
provided by the policy. 

Prevented planting will 
be provided only if, by the 
Final Planting Date (or 
within the Late Planted 
Period if the insured 
elected to plant the crop) 
the policyholder provides 
verifiable documenta¬ 
tion demonstrating the 
drought conditions that 
is acceptable to the com¬ 
pany. 

Companies are to take 
into consideration if the 
area that is prevented 
from being planted has 
insufficient soil moisture 
for germination of seed 
or would make insuffi¬ 
cient progress toward 
crop maturity due to a 
prolonged period of dry 
weather to achieve the 
per acre guarantee on the 
acreage. 

In regards to the phrase, 
“insufficient soil moisture 
for germination of seed 
or progress toward crop 
maturity,” there rarely is 
enough soil moisture at 
the time a crop is planted 
to carry the crop to full 
maturity. 

Normally, a non-irri- 
gated crop depends on 
expected seasonal rains 
throughout the grow¬ 
ing season to mature. 
“Insufficient soil mois¬ 
ture for progress toward 
maturity” means the crop 
may germinate but there 
is insufficient moisture to 
sustain the germinated 
plants.
